Express Train, Wreckéd Near 
Westport, Conn., Catches 
Fire; Many Injured. 


ONE FAMILY IS WIPED OUT 


Daughter and Daughter-in-Law of 
A. N. Brady, New York Capi- 
talist, Are Victims. 


CHICAGOANS AMONG THOSE HURT 


Westport, Conn., Oct. 3.—[Special.)}—Thir- 
teen persons, and possibly more, are dead as 
the result of the wreck of an express train 
on the New York’ New Haven and Hartford 
road at this town, forty-five miles east of 
New York, at 4:45 a’clock this afternoon. 

Most of those killed were burned ina parlor 
car which took fire and blazed furiously 
almost immediately after the cars turned 
over. There was difficulty in identifying 
some of the charred bodies and further in- 
vestigation may show there were other vic- 
tims. A large number were injured. 

Among the dead is a daughter and a 
daughter-in-law of Anthony N. Brady, New 
York and Albany capitalist. Some reports 
also had it that a small son and young daugh- 
ter of James C. Brady were killed.

Turkey Prepaves; Notifies Powers.

Persistent rumors are current that hostili- 
ties have commenced on the Bulgarian fron- 
tier north of Kirk-Kilisseh, but the porte 
declares it is without news on this subject.

The police rushed 
the young men to the station in a patrol 
wagon. A revolver was found in one of 
Tremayne’s pockets. 


Serves Six Years in Prison. 

A serious charge was preferred against the 
prisoners the following day when arraigned 
in court. Tremayne pleaded guilty, although 
he declared he had not fired the fatal shot. 
Three of the young men were given indeter- 
minate sentences of from one year to life.

State’s Attorney Wayman yesterday file@ 
120 informations against Chicago resort keep- 
ers in Municipal Judge Jacob H. Hopkins’ 
court. Warrants for 1% keepers named fn 
the complaints were issued at onceand given 
to the police of the vice districts to serve. 

With the first arrests early in the evening 
there was a general exodus of the levee 
keepers from their usual haunts and at mid- 
night fewer than twenty had been appre- 
hended. All of those taken into custody 
were found in the south side levee, where 
100 warrants were sent for service. None 
of the men and women named in the north 
side were found. 

Assistant state's attorney® were at the 
police stations to approve bonds and all of 
those arrested were quickly bailed out by a 
professional bondsman at the Twenty-secong 
street stations : 


More Warrants to Follow. 

In the evening the county prosecutor is- 
sued a forma! statement in which he an- 
nounced this formidable list of warrants was 
only the first of a series of resort prosecu- 
tions he intends to inetitute for the purpose 
of driving out the segregated vice districts. 

Complaints against owners and agents for’ 
resort property are to follow, the state’s at- 
torney said, and the campaign is to be con- 
tined as long as it meets public approval. 
The prosecutor invites any man or woman 
who has knowledge of a resort to bring the 
information to his office for legal action. 

‘*7] will go as far as the courts will go.”’ 
the statement said, “and the courts, I have 
no doubt, will go as far as the public will 
sustain them.’’ 

Mr. Wayman’s move came as a surprise to 
the vice foes of the city who were making 
preparations to demand a special grand jury 
for a thorough Inquiry into the vice situation. 
At the time the complaints were being flled 
Attorney McKenzie Cleland, representing 
the Chicago Council of Federated Churches 
of America, was announcing he would filea 
court petition today for a special inquisi- 
torial body. It was said last night this move 
would be held in abeyance for a few days. 


Takes Move to Defend Name. 

Mr. Wayman said he had believed the 
policy of former state's attorneys in allowing 
the existence of segregated vice districts had 
met with public approval, but that recently 
there has been an apparent determination to 
lay the social evil at his door. He insisted 
the grand jury has no power to investigate 
vice, but that he refuses to go out of office in 
a position that will allow any Man or women 
to say he protected the social evil. 

“I propose to leave this office as I came 
into it,” his statement says, “ with my head 
high in the air and I resent the effort that has 
been made, and is now being made, to place 
an imputation upon my administration.”’ 

In the afternoon while his assistants were 
putting the final touches upon the legal in- 
formations, Mr. Wayman met @ subcommit- 
tee of the ‘“‘ committee of fifteen *' to confer 
upon the vice situation. Following the con- 
ference the state's attorney declined to dis 
cuss the conference and the representatives 
of the committee gave outa forma] statement 
which read: 

“ We met to consider ways ane means to 
carry further prosecution under the pander- 
ing statute and the interview was perfeetly 


satisfactory.” 
Barnes Approves Action. 

The subcommittee included Clifford W. 
Barnes, chairman; W. D. Allen, Adolph 
Kraus, Rush C. Butler, and Charles P. Whit- 
ney.

The women of the Brady 
family, with a party of friends, had attended 
the funérg!' of Patrick Garvan at Hartford 
this afternoon. Mr. Garvan recently died 
abre3d, and many friends from New York* 
and lsewhere went’ to Hartford earlier in 
the day by spectal train to attend the 
fyneral: . 

After the express had been wrecked it was 
supposed the special car had been attached to 
this second section at Hartford. It wag not 
until 4 late hour that it was definitely de- 
termined that members of the funeral party 
separated at» Hartford and that James C. 
Brady and some relatives took the Spring- 
field express. As the first section had only 
day coaches, the second section was taken.”

‘J . P. Morgan Tells Senate Com- 
mittee His ‘Firm Never 
Expected Any Favors, 


HE GAVE $150,000 IN 1904 


Donation of $30,000 in 1908; 
Aided No One in Preconven- 
tion Fight This Year. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 3—[Special.]—J. 
Pierpont Morgan told the senate campaign 
contributions committee today that while he 
had contributed $190,000 to the last two Re- 
publican presidential campaign funds, the 
e@ifts were made “ without expectation of re- 
turn.”’ 

After saying he had contributed $150,000 to 
the fund of 1904 and $30,000 to the fund of 
1908, Mr. Morgan turned to the committee 
and exclaimed earnestly: 

“I want it distinctly understood that J. 
P. Morgan & Co. never madea single sub- 
ecription to any election, with any prom- 
ise or expectation of anything, or return 
-in any way, shape, or manner, and we 
never made a subscription unless we 
thought it for the best interests of the 
government and the people. 

'** We never had a communication from 
a@ny candidate. We never had an appli- 
cation from any candidate for money, and 
anything that we did, or that was done 
under my suggestion—and we were all 
in harmony—was done because we thought 
it was necessary for the good of the coun- 
try and the business of the people. 

“There was never a commitment, or 
any expectation of any return, and we 
never got any return, either, from any- | 
body.” 


D_ ni s Concerted Action. 

This statement followed a series of ques- 
tions by Senator Pomerene as to Whether the 
New York financiers had conferred and as- 
certained the attitude of various candidates 
toward business before making contributions. 

Mr. Morgan repeatedly denied that there 
was any concerted action among New York 
business interests in support of the Repub- 
lican cancidate in 1904. 

Mr. Morgan said that after making his 
original contribution of $100,000 in 1904 he was 
importuned to give another $50,000, which he 
aid. This he understood was part of the 
Harriman fund and was turned over to B. B. 
Odell for use by the New York state fund. 


Seems to Like Experience. : 

Mr. Morgan, ‘whose interests ramify the 
entire world, in appearing as a witness be- 
fore the senate committee today, for the first | 
time in his life responded to a subpcena from 
the federal government. And he did not seem 
to dislike the experience. 

He answered every question with engaging 
frankness, chuckled at questions asked or 
his own response, and bore himself.in the 
fashion of a man who had nothing to conceal 
and who was willing to divulge all informa- 
tion he might possess. 

The committeemen treated Mr. Morgan 

‘—with the consideration they felt was due to 

@ man of such vast holdings. Nobody at- 

tempted to heckle him. The questions were 
. put deferentialiy, and when they were point- 

e@ were glossed over with a smile. 

Mr. Morgan found difficulty in hearing the 
questions while seated in the witness chair 
mounted on a small platform and he moved 
down to the table across from the commit- 
tee, .took a stenographer’s chair, and an- 
swered the queries propounded im a chatty, 
igtimate wey. 

Messenger Boys Not Awed. 

®Beveral messerger boys did not have the 
same consideration for Mr. Morgan displayed 
by members of the committee. Sitting next 
te Mr. Pomerere, Mr. Morgan was in their 
way. They brushed by him without concern 
over their disturbance cf a map of such 
power. 

Apparently Mr. Morgan was not bothered 
by their activity. He leaned to one side to 
permit the youngsters to pas‘, and although 

- he would have been more comfortable hed 
he shifted his chair, he evidently did not 
think it worth while.

Charles H. Duell, who in 1904 was assistant 
treasurer of the Republican national com- 
mittee, followed Mr. Morgan on the stand.

D. Archbold, under that name. He knew 
there had been ‘several contributions of 
$100,000 each, and that the insurance com- 
panies each had given $50,000. 
‘* Did you know any members of the Stand- 
ard Oil company besides Mr. Archbold who 
contributed to the 1904 campaign?” asked 
Chairman Clapp. 
“I think H. H. Rogers contributed, but I 
do not know the amount.”’ 3 
Mr. Duell said Treasurer Bliss told him 
that in 1896 all the banks and most of the 
trust companies in New York City had con- 
tributed to the Republican nationai cam- 
paign fund, in 1900 fewer of them contributed, 
and in 1904 still fewer.

EW YORK, Oct. 2.—The story of “ Sus.

Hard to Choose Between Two. 

For five hectic hours the delegates had 
listened to speakers seconding the nomina- 
tion of the two candidates for governor. The 
delegates were willing to listen. Each wanted 
time in which to make up his mind. Before 
bim Was an embarrassment of riches. Be- 
tween the two it was a hard choice. 

The trouble with each was that no one 
could find anything to say against him. And 
so, each delegate, like a smal! boy in front 


.of a candy shop window, fingered his one 


vote and hesitated, unable to decide. 

To speak in behalf of Prendergast or 
Hotchkiss, the friends of the rival candi- 
dates sent delegate after delegate to the 
platform. They went there, not to bury 
anybody, but to praise him. Ifa pretty suf- 
fraget spoke for Hotchkiss a prettier suf- 
fraget spoke for Prendergast; !f a white 
haired suffraget declared she was for Hotch- 
kiss, the adherents of Prendergast followed 
her with a suffraget whose hair was even 
more sfivered. 

If a colored man declared that al) of his 
people were for the state chairman, another 
colored man promptly announced that the 
entire colored vote was solid for the con- 
troller. 


Like Poker—Each Side ‘“‘Raised.”’ 

It was !ike a game of poker. If the be- 
Hevers in Hotchkiss played a boy orator 
the friends of Prendergast saw their boy 
orator and rai: -d him one civil war veteran, 
and when the other side played a Republican 
who had found religion, the opposition came 
back at them with a reformed Democrat. 

And, so for hours it had continued. But 
no one could take the trick. With regret 
every one saw that whichever candiate was 
nominated, inevitably there would be dis- 
appointment, hurt feelings, and a split party. 
Had one of the candidates been weak the 
choice would have been easy. But both were 
equally strong, equally high class men.

Vote! Vote!” they commanded. 

A delegate shouted that while nominations 
were in order, Woodruff had no right to 
speak. 

‘‘I thought,’ Woodruff replied, appealing 
to Straus, “the nominations were closed.”’ 

“No, they are not!” shouted a volee, anda 
man ran up the steps of the platform. 

No one ‘knew the man, but for the two 
days in which he had been wandering around 
the corridor of the Oonondaga house, every 
one had noticed him. He was a tall, lean 
young man with a typical Yankee face, keen 
and’ clean shaven. He looked very much 
like the pictures of the late Wilbur Wright. 
Around his neck, cowboy fashion, he wore a 
red bandanna kerchief. 


Had Been Regarded a Joke. 

On his head was ,a cowboy sombrero, 
around which was wrapped another red 
bandanna. Water, the delégates learned that 
he was John McGee, or “‘ Suspender. Jack,’’ 
ex-cowboy, ex-cavalryman, ex-mounted po- 
liceman.

That Mr. Straus shook his head vio- 
lently, that in protest he waved his arms in 
disent, did not avail. He had been able to 
say ‘no’ to the arguments of the party lead- 
ers; to the thundering appeals of 2,000 un- 
bossed delegates, he could not say no. 

Below him men tore the county standards 
from their sockets and brandished them in 
his face, the women delegates stvod on chairs 
and cheered him, the band burst into a mill- 
tant hymn.

Wood- 
row Wilson tonight directed an extended at- 
tack on the administrations of President Taft 
and former President Roosevelt. 

The Democratic presidential nominee 
charged that Roosevelt as president had 
been found “ incompetent.” 

Taft, he said, had failed to change the poli- 
cies inaugurated under Roosevelt's adémin- 
istration, “‘ when trusts and monopolies grew 
upon @ scale never before dreamed of.” 


Fails to Draw Full Strength. 

“What I want to call your attention to,”’ 
said Wilson, “is that the new third party 
has not drawn to itself the full strength, or 
even all of the principal leaders of the in- 
surgent Republicans. The things that we 
are protesting against, the conditions that 
we are trying to alter, are conditions which 
were created under the two leaders of the 
two branches of the present Republican 
party. These conditions were just as much 
created under Mr. Roosevelt as they have 
been created under Mr. Taft. 

“There was a growth during Mr. Roose- 
velt’s administration of the great monopolies, 
which we call trusts, upon a scale never before 
dreamed of, and upon a greater scale than has 
been characteristic of the administration of 
his successor.

The comus. sense of the American people 
has been ahronted a good*many times by 
floods of buncombe solemnly turned loose 
to impress them by political tacticians. 

But not often has the nation’s ear been 
offended by a more arrant hypocritical wave 
of seead than that which now is echoing 
from the senate’s investigation of campaign 
contributions. 

The investigution itself, despite its in- 
ception in the venomous hatred and fear felt 
by political powers against the most for- 
midable of popular leaders, doubtless will 
result in some good in the direction of help- 
ing to bury a system already doomed. The 
fear of the justice of the people will prevent 
it from being too much distorted from that 
purpose. 

But why should we have also this chorus 
of political hypocrisy attending the pro- ' 
ceedings ? : 

Why all these hands held high in dramatic 
indignation? 

Look at most of them and you will see 
the marks of this political element which 
so much offends them. The gesttre belongs 
to Mr. Pecksniff. It deceives no one. 

Everybody, not imbecile or illiterate, and 

most of all these gentlemen who are making 
the most fuss over the testimony elicited by 
this investigation, knows perfectly well how 
political campaigns have been financed for | 
a half century, at least. Every man in this 
chorus of Pecksniffs knows that corpora- 
tions have contributed to campaign funds, 
that rich men have been lined up at every 
election to provide the sinews of partisan 
war. 
Everybody knows that corporations have 
not only given money to candidates and 
parties, but that they have sometimes, if noz 
usually, given to both sides. 
That was looked upon as insurance, and 
it was insurance that usually paid. Some- 
times it didn’t pay. Sometimes the candi- 
date did not accept these donations as in- 
surance, and recognized a higher obligation 
than the perverted standards of this system 
recognized. The present investigation can 
be traced to such a case. 

But that system is done for, happily. It 

is dead, after years of unwholesome life. 

For more than a generation everybody knew 

of it and accepted it. But of late years we 

have come to know what it costs—not the 
great corporations and the millionaires, but 
the nation and the people. 

The system is dead. The people, not the 

politicians, have executed it. But cannot 

it be buried without hypocritical astonish- 
ment and pretended indignation over its 
existence?

EXTERMINATION OF MOSQUITOES. 
WO weeks ago certain parts of the 
north side were infested with mos- 
quitoes, though none had been pres- 
ent all summer. Many people 
thought they had been blown in by 
a strong wind from some far away breed- 
ing place; but there had been nothing 
unusual in recent winds either in direction 
or force. The more probable explanation 
is that this rainy summer and fall had 
provided more tin cans full of water, more 
manhole puddles, more little insignificant 
breeding places, and the mosquitoes had 
gradually accumulated until conditions 
were ripe for a mosquito plague. As mos- 
quitoes in Chicago were not infected we were 
annoyed but not harmed by them. 
a 

Those parts of the country where mos- 
quitoes, besides causing annoyance, carry 
malaria and, sometimes, yellow fever, will 
be interested in knowing that Dr. McMil- 
lan was able to clear certain Cuban towus 
of yellow fever mosquitoes by placing min- 
nows in cisterns, water barrels, ponds, and 
lakes, and by kerosening the smaller 
pudd'es, 

The yellow fever mosquito prefers to 
stay in town; the malarial mosquito is a 
country cousin. Therefore, the method 
serves much better against the yellow 
fever mosquito than against that one 
which spreads malaria. 

MeMillan used a smal] minnow called 
Guajacones. This minnow commences 
eating larv@ almost as soon as it is burn. 
The female bears a new family Of young, 
ten to fifty in humber, about every thirty | 
days during the summer. 

— 

In Dr. McMillan’s first experiment he 
found that six minnows would clear the 
mosquito larvee out of a 500 gallon water 
tank and keep it freefromthem. After this 
observation the method was widely em- 
ployed in the towns under his control, and 
with excellent results. 

Althongh Dr. McMillan used a Cuban 
fish and got results, it does not follow 
that we, in this country, should send to 
Cuba for this or any other fish. The 
Cuban experiment showed that when the 
minnows were moved from river water to 
cistern water it was necessary to make 
the change gradually. Many experiences 
there tended to show that the less change 
to which the fish were subjected the better 
the result.

in England, and, for a time, exercised a most 
powerful influence upon English politics, 
Henry Thornton’s ‘‘ Family Prayers’’ had a 
‘wide vogue in this country, and proved a 
source of large revenue to the author. 

Lord Leven's family {s an anclent one, and 
“ Melville,” besides being one of its titles, 
!s also its patronymic. 

The Melvilles flourished itn the reign of Da- 
vid I, of Willlam the Lion, and of Malcolm 
IV, one of them being the latter’s lord 
justiciary of Scotland. 

The first Lord Melville of the present crea- 
tion was the ambassador sent by James VI. 
of Scotland to England in 1687 to plead with 
Queen Elizabeth for the fife of his mother, 
Mary Queen of Scots.

New York, Oct. 3.—[Special.]—In a letter 
to Rhinelander Waldo. police commissioner, 
Mayor Gaynor ordered him today to *‘ take 
the most extreme measures ” against dis- 
orcerly houses on West Fifty-eighth street, 
Which the mayor asserted were owned by 
William Randolph Hearst.

Attorney Assails Defendants. 

Addressing the jury and pointing his finger 
at Frank M. Ryan and the forty-five other 
men seated three deep across the courtroom, 
District Attorney Miller declared the trial of 
the instigators of ‘“‘the most fer reaching 
conspiracy in the history of this country, in 
which during more than five years, property 
of incalculable value had been destroyed 
and many, many lives had been lost” had 
begun. 

Mr. Miller said the government would 
prove that the defendants, al! of whom are 
former or present officials of labor unions, 
‘entered into a conspiracy to blow up the 
“jobs” of employers of nonunion labor. 


Tells What Evidence Will Show. 

** We will show that dynamite and nitro- 
glycerin were carried from a place in one 
ftate to a place in another state on passenger 
trains, on which thousands of men, women, 
and children were traveling,” said Mr. Miller. 
“ Evidence will show that an infernal ma- 
chine was devised whereby a charge of ex- 
plosive ‘with a long fuse attached was set 
off by an alarm clock so the dynamiters 
could be hundreds of miles away when their 
destructive work was accomplished. 

‘** We will show that James B. McNamara 
and John J. McNamara, who are now in 
prison in California, one of them for mur- 
der; and Ortie E. McManigal. who has 
pleaded guilty. were active in this dynamiting 
business, and that all the present defendants 
are guilty with them.”

attention to thes homee of the workers. He 
spent the evening going from house to house 
and delving into the story of trust dissolu- 
tion. as it was drawn bit by bit from the lips 
of the tollers. Always it was the same tale— 
no change in wages or hours since the Stand- 
ard Oil dissolution, no change in any work- 
ing conditions, no change in the attitude 
toward unions. 

“I'm making about $3.60 a day,’’ said a 
tinsmith. “ That's about what most of the 
tinsmiths make in this plant. Some make a 
little more, perhaps, and some less. I don’t 
see that breaking up the Standard had any- 
thing to do with wages. They’re just the 
Same now that they were before.” 

It appeared that firemen are paid all the 
way from $2.50 to $38.50 a day and have re- 


ceived no increase since the dissolution. 
Candle workers receive from $2 to $2.25 a 
day. Laborers are paid from $1.50 to $2 a 
day. No increase in pay wae reported by 
any of the men interviewed. 


“Fired” All Union Men. 

While the mistress of the household was 
marshaling her five children to bed in an 
adjoining room the correspondent talked 
with an intelligent tnsmith whose weekly 
earnings are $20. pros’ 

“I don't look to see wages any higher 
om account of busting the trust,”’ he gaid. 
“ You don’t see any refineries breaking their 
necks to get good tinners and offerings 
higher pay and ali that, do you? This 
plant here gets all the help they want and 
gete it dirt cheap, too.’’ 

“ Have the employes here ever been or- 
ganized?’ he was asked. 

“Well, they tried {t some years ago,” 
he replied, “ but the men got the worst of 
it. The company refused to recognize the 
umion and fired every man that joined it. 
There’e no unign here now and won't be un- 
Ger the present management. If a man 
wants to lose his job all he’s got to do is 
to join a union.” | 

“What does the company say to a man 
who joins a uné#on?’’ 

“Why, when he gets his envelope he finde 
ea slip inside saying: ‘Your services no 
longer required.” 

**How do they know he has joined a 
union?” 

“©, some spy finds it out and telle the 
foreman.”’ 

This information was similar to that ob- 
tained in other plants of the Standard group 
of companies. The. old trust never woyld 
tolerate a labor.union. None of the new 
companies will tolerate am organization of 
the labor in its refineries. 


See No Hope of Raise. 

The Atlantic Refining company $20 a week 
tinsmith sees no hope of better wages for 
himself and his co-workers in oil refineries 
under present conditions. Neither does Presi- 
dent Van Hise of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, who in his recent work entitled ‘“‘ Con- 
centration and Control’’ points out that 
improvement of labor conditions can be 
brought about only ‘‘ under proper control.” 

‘* In some cases,’ he says, “ itappeare that 
concentration of industry has led to the 
steadier employment of labor, improvement 
of wages and lessening of industrial acci- 
dents. In other cases the great industrial 


regardless of the conditions of the laboring 
population and instead of improvement there 
has been no improvement or even retrogres- 
zion. 
“ Theoretically the advantages mentioned 
should be possible with concentration and un- 
der proper control they should become avail- 
able, but they cannot be claimed as general 
advantages of the great corporations as they 
now exist.’

Boston, Masa, Oct. 8—Stephen R. Dow, 
sole member of the closed brokerage house 
of Stephen R. Dow & Co., was arrested today 
charged with the larceny of $146,764 from the 
Franklin and the Algomah Mining compa- 
nies. He pleaded not guilty and was held 
in default of $50,000 ball for a hearing on 
Oct. 17, 

Dow surrendered to the police after he 
heard that Assistant District Attorney Web- 
ber had obtained a warrant charging the 
larceny. 

Dow was expelled from membership in the 
stock exchange yesterday. Prior to the 
assignment he resigned as president of the 
Franklin, Indiana, North Lake, Algomah, 
and Corbin mining companies. 

The directors of these companies, which 
own copper mines in Houghton county, Mich- 
igan, say Dow had borrowed a total of 
$298,000 from the treasuries of the four cor- 
porations. They stated in a letter to stock- 
holders that the loans were unsecured. 

Stephen R. Dow & Co. made an assignment 
on Sept. 24 to Fred H. Williams, owing, ac- 
cording to the estimates of creditors, up- 
wards of $500,000,

The real king of Scotland is Harry 
Lauder, The Scotch are a hardy race, the men 
having their knees bare during the most in- 
clement weather.

Editor Says Aged Pastors 
Must Be Provided For. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


HALL the old minister be shot? 

This question was asked and answered 
by the Rev. Dr. George P. Eckman, editor 
of the Christian Advocate of New York, 
in an address last evening before the 

Rock River conference 4m the First Methodist 
Episcopal church at Evanston. 

“The present age,” Dr. Eckman said, “is rife 
with a demand for young men to fill the pulpits 
of the churches, If the church wants that sort 
of a thing let them pay the price. Let them 
support the retired ministers comfortably so 
that they can have only young men. 

“As far as the old man is concerned, the of- 
fice of an executioner would be welcomed kindly 
enough, but he has a wife and a family to sup- 
port. He cannot be treated as they treat the 
old in India, where they are thrown upon the 
funeral pyre, or in Africa, where they are 
thrown into the trenches, 

_ 

“The age is exacting as never before upon 
the minister in the work he is put to do. It is 
exhausting. This is expensive business and the 
church must pay for it. An engine constantly 
driven over the road soon wears out. After be- 
coming unfit for the long routes it becomes for 
a time a switch engine, and then is consigned to 
the scrap heap. After hammering ministers out 
on the road of life, shall we consign them to 
the scrap heap? 

“One of the reasons why so many young men 
hesitate to enter the ministry is because of this 
precarious support in old age. Ministers would 
like to have money, but they cannot take time 
to earn it, nor can they save it, if they give 
themselves to their work as they ought to do. 

“The support of retired ministers is not a 
charity, it is a debt. What is paid in old.age is 
a part of what was withheld in the early years 
of a minister's life. The minister is a preferred 
creditor. He is not a mendicant, nor a pen- 
sioner. 

“The pulpit is the freest place in our day 
so far as independence of character or of utter- 
ance is concerned. It is more free than the 
newspaper or business. Ministers are school- 
masters and the preaching of the gospel is the 
salvation ofthis country from anarchy. 

“Whenever I hear a Socialist speaking I feel 
like saying, ‘Stop, thief,’ for his doctrines are 
largely those of Christ. Without the safeguards 
of religion the wealthy men of the country could 
not have made their money and could not keep 
it today. The disparity between wealth and 
poverty is so great and the poorer classes s0 
far outnumber the rich that one asks what 
keeps them from tearing the social fabric into 
shreds? The answer is the Christian religzon. 

“Carnegie might well endow the ministry as 
he has libraries. Rockefeller would do well if 
he considered this among his plans.” 

. 

The Rev: William Craven, secretary of the 
Conference Relief Society for Retired Ministers, 
said Rock River conference this year would dis- 
tribute over $22,000 for the support of bene- 
ficiaries. Those who receive the largest amount 
will get something more than $500. The per- 
manent invested fund is $50,000. The relief 
society itself will pay a dividend of $2,000, 
which is $600 increase over last year.”

Evanston Negroes Win Y. M. C. A. 


By raising $5,200 in three days, negro resi- 
dents of Evanston yesterday were assured a 
Y. M. C. A. building in the near future. A cam- 
paign to raise a fund of $4,000 was started 
Oct. 1 in charge of a committee of forty, headed 
by Dr. W. F. Garnett. At the eng of three 
days’ work the committee, which for collection 
purposes divided itself into four subcommittees 
of ten members each, had raised $1,200 in ex- 
cess of the amount asked for by the Central 
Y. M. C. A. of Evanston. 

The central body two years ago raised $100,000 
by subscription. Of this amount $16,000 was 
set aside for a negro building, contingent on 
the negroes raising $4,000. The amount raised 
represents an average of $10 for every negro in 
Evanston. Two hundred dollars was the largest 
contribution.

‘some deadly drug when a harmless one is in- 
tended. 

So serious has the situation become that at 
the sixtieth annual convention of the American 
Pharmaceutical association, recently held at 
Denver, Colo., a resolution was prepared de- 
manding legislation as a means of securing 
more legible handwriting, greater care in the 
writing of prescriptions by physicians, and the 
proper recording of prescriptions.

He had. not: received the report of his um- 
pires and would not take the word of the Chi- 
cago or Pittsburgh officials regarding what 
happened on Wednesday. 

in spite of the fact it may cost Chicago sec- 
ond place, Lynch declared it would be im- 
possible for him to make a ruling in time te 
Play the protested game off this season. He 
quoted a section of the Icague's rock ribbed 
constitution to the eff4t that the Pittsburgh 
club must file its protest within‘five days in 
writing, that the Chicago club then has five 
days in which to state its side of the case in 
writing, after which the president can make 
hig. decision in five or ten days, and then the 
club against which he decides has five days 
in which to file a protest; after which all the 
evidence must be submitted to the board of 
directors, and in due course of time the said 
board will hand down a verdict sustaining or 
overruling the president's ruling. Meantime 
the season ends in two days. Now wouldn't 
that make a mule bray? 


Game Cannot Be Played. 

Anniehow, the game can’t be played over, 
and at present stands as it was played, count- 
ing as a victory for the Cubs. Some time 
after the football season is over President 
Lynch and-the board of directors will decide 
that the game was illegally won and throw 
it out of the records. If Pittsburgh loses two 
games in Cincinnati and the Cubs win two 
games from St. Louis tomorrow and Sunday 
that act of throwing out Wednesday’s game 
will decide the possession of second place in 


the race. 

A president. not afrald of his job would 
decide the point in five minutes, There is 
no difference between the Chicago and Pittsburgh 
clubs as to the facts. It is merely a question 
of the rules. Everybody admite Cotter batted 
out of turn when he made the hit that won 
the game. Under rule 51 of the official code Cot- 
ter should have been declared -out for batting 
out of turn and no run could score op his hit. 
That would have left the game ea tie with the 
wide out. 

The only question for Lynch to decide is whether 
the umpire, who knew of the nistake, should 
have declared Cotter out without waiting for 
appeal! from the Pittsburgh players, or whether 
the umpire could not make the decision without 
appeal from the opposing team. Rule W of the 
same official code covers that point in plaip 
English: e 

‘‘The umpire shall declare the batsmen or 
baserunmer out, without waiting for an appeal! for 
such deciaion, in all cases where such player be 
put out in accofdence with any of theese rules ex- 
cept sections 12 and 17 of rule 56."

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Fullerton’s ‘Dope’ on World’s Series Battles; 
Play of Gardner and Herzog Analyzed.

OSTON’S advantage over the Giants player on the National league circuit—that 


is much increased by the study of 

the third basemen, for, after giving 

Herzog full credit for everything he 

has done and some of the thihgs 
that are claimed,for him, Bill Gardner looms 
up as so much better a player as to make 
him appear as a minor leaguer. 

There has been so much discuesion of the 
relative merits of these two men that I'spent 
several days studying the work of each be- 
fore coming to any decision. I do not wish 
to belittle Herzog in the slightest, and will 
state that my study has shown him to bea 
capable, game, and clever third baseman. 

But in being compared with Gardner he 
suffers worse even than ke did in comparison 
with Frank Baker last fall. One year ago I 
rated Herzog close to Baker as a third base- 
man, and gave Baker credit for being the 
more dangerous in a short series because of 
his long hitting feats, and he justified that 
judgment. ye 

> 

This fall Herzog must be compared with a 
man who has shown himself the equal, if not 
the superior of any third baseman of the 
In calculating the men on the 


| basis of 100 in all departments, I have rated 


Herzog at 64, lifting him considerably be- 
cause of his base running ability, his game- 


ness, and his willingness to hustle and take i 


chances, while even with a minus sign put on 
the claims of his fellows, J have been com- 
pelled to rate Gardner at 68. 

Unless I am much mistaken, Gardner is not 
quite as good a man as they claiin he is. 
That is, comparing his work with that of 
Jimmy Collins, Billy Nash, and Jere Denny 
he does not look so well. but among the pres- 
ent generation of third basemen he is in a 
clags by himeelf. 

From a fielding standpoint Gardner has all 
the better of it. He is a strange freak of 
baseball. He came to Boston fresh from col- 
lege, a raw, rather inexperienced fellow whe 
said he was a second baseman. Boston took 
a fleeting look at him and sent him down to 
Lynn to ripen. 

He came back the next season and made 
good as utility man, and quickly grabbed 
off the second base position as his own. He 
was a fair second baseman, but not a top 
notcher. He: could hit, he had speed, nerve, 
and brains,’ but he did not seem to handle 
himself well around recone, especially on 
throws and in’ fielding hits straight over 
second. 

He was so good that ro one had a chance 
to take his job away from him, but yet he 
@id not show any class to warrant placing 
him on a-plane with such men as Evers anc 
Collins. 

Last year Boston was in a bad way for 
third basemen. Two of whom great things 
had been expected and predicted proved fail- 
ures. It hecame necessary to-shift the team. 
and Gardner was sent to third merely asa 
makeshift. He never had played the posi- 
tion, but from the first game it seemed to fit 
him perfectly, and inside of a* month the
